T he proceeding Is th e first th a t w as 
o v er filed in th is court, and is said to 
h e th e first on record In th is state.

being a n unusual case, o th er roads 
w ill doubtless he in te r e s ts in it. 
T he petition recites th ree causes of 
action, u d specifies th ree p articu lar 
Tiolations of th e law on th e p a rt of 
th e defendant comimny. T he petition 
also -p ray s judgm ent for $100 In each 
ease, w hich is th e am ount fixed by 
th e federal law th a t can he recovered 
in such cases.

KILLING OFF GAME. 


Indians 
Have 
Overstepped 
Their 
Bounds In Hunting Deer. 


Sportsmen returning from h unting 
in th e vicinity of North ern Minneso- 
to Indian reservations say th e scarci­ 
ty of game in certain sections can be 
accounted for only on th e th eory th at 
th e Indians h ave been killing th e an­ 
imals during th e fall and early sum­ 
mer, both on and off th eir reserves, 
say s th e Duluth Herald. 
Th e city 
men are indignat th at th is sh ould be 
so. Th ey claim to h ave positive proof 
from th e settlers to th e effect th at 
th e redmen h ave over-stepped th eif 
h ounds in th e h unting of deer and 
moose. 
Th is Indian proposition is one th at 
occasions a great deal of worry wh ere 
reservations are located. 
Laws gov­ 
erning th e Indians in th is respect are 
little understood by th e wh ites in 
general, but th ey are such th at th e 
conviction of any of th ese wards of 
th e government for breaking th em is 
made exceedingly difficult, if not im­ 
possible. 
After taking h is lands from h im, 
or most of th em, it would ill become 
th e government if it did not allow th e 
Indian th e privilege of h unting at all 
seasons wh en wild game is eatable. 
Th is privilege is accorded h im, but 
only on th e reservations. 
He is not 
supposed to h unt at all in th e outside 
forests unless such h unting is done 
in th e open season for 
game, and 
some so read th e law th at h e h as not 
th e righ t to kill game at any time un- 
lëW h unting in th e reservation. 
Th e Indians know th e law and are 
careful to see th at th ey are not caugh t 
breaking it, th ough In many instantes 
th ey live so far from a game warden 
th at th ey become careless and open 
violations are said to be frequent. 
But even in cases of th is kind it is 
no easy matter to secure a convict­ 
ion. for even th ough th e proper man 
be arrested, it is difficult to get proof 
against h im. 
Th e rod men are care­ 
ful to protect one of th eir own num­ 
ber and stolidly 
refuse 
to testify 
against h im, especially in affairs of 
th is kind. 
As a general th ing th e warden pay s 
little or no attention to such viola­ 
tions and lets th e Indian h unter do as 
h e will. Even wh en th e h unter knows 
a game warden is in h is vicinity h e 
can usually contrive to bring dowm 
h is game and get it into th e reserva­ 
tion before being detected.
